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I.  INTRODUCTION 


Working  Paper  #4  on  the  1990  Census  provides  analyses  of  interregional 
commuters  in  the  Bay  Area  and  Northern  California.  This  Working  Paper 
complements  Working  Paper  #3,  released  December  22,  1992.  Working  Paper  #3  and 
#4  are  MTC  analyses  of  data  from  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  1990  Census 
(Summary  Tape  File  S-5);  the  1980  Census  Urban  Transportation  Planning  Package 
(UTPP);  and  various  1980  Census  printed  reports. 

MTC  Working  Paper  #1,  published  in  April  1992,  describes  Bay  Area  data  from  the 
100-percent  count  data  file  released  by  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  (also  known  as 
"Summary  Tape  File  1A"  or  "STF1A").  MTC  Working  Paper  #2,  published  in 
August  1992,  describes  transportation-related  data  from  the  sample  count  data  file 
from  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau  (also  known  as  "Summary  Tape  File  3A"  or  "STF3A"). 
The  sample  count  data  file  is  based  on  census  responses  from  approximately  one-in- 
eight Bay  Area  households  (the  1990  Census  "long  form").  The  100-percent  count 
data  is  based  on  responses  from  all  Bay  Area  households  (the  1990  Census  "short 
form"). 

Working  Paper  #4  describes  interregional  ("between  region")  commute  patterns. 
Working  Paper  #3  describes  intraregional  ("within  region")  commute  patterns. 

What  to  Expect  Next 

More  detailed  journey-to-work  data  from  the  1990  Census  is  expected  for  release  by 
the  Census  Bureau  in  1993.  These  data  files  are  known  as  the  Census  Transportation 
Planning  Package,  or  the  CTPP.  Data  on  city-to-city  commute  patterns  is  expected  in 
Spring  1993.  This  city-to-city  database  will  also  include  data  on  means  of 
transportation  on  a county-to-county  basis  to  complement  the  Working  Paper  #3 
and  #4  county-to-county  data.  Data  on  detailed  neighborhood-to-neighborhood 
commute  patterns  is  expected  during  the  summer  or  fall  of  1993.  The  neighborhood, 
or  "zone"  level,  journey-to-work  file  will  have  data  for  approximately  3,100  areas 
within  the  nine  county  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  The  dty-to-dty  and  zone-to-zone 
data  files  will  also  include  information  on  detailed  interregional,  as  well  as 
intraregional  commuting  patterns.  These  files  and  related  analyses  will  be  made 
available  by  the  MTC. 
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II.  COMMUTING  INTO  THE  BAY  AREA 


Tables  showing  neighboring  county-to-Bay  Area  commutes  and  Bay  Area-to- 
neighboring  county  commutes  are  included  in  Tables  1 through  6.  Also  included  is  a 
map  showing  counties  adjacent  to  the  Bay  Area  and  a map  of  counties  in  California. 

The  number  of  Bay  Area  neighboring  county  workers1  commuting  to  jobs  in  the 
Bay  Area  is  shown  in  Table  1.  Data  is  provided  for  the  number  of  commuters  in  1980 
and  in  1990.  Data  is  only  available  by  all  means  of  transportation  to  work.  Percent 
and  absolute  changes  are  also  shown.  The  notation  in  Table  1 denotes  estimates 
based  on  MTC  analysis  of  1980  Census  printed  reports2. 

Related  to  Table  1 are  summary  Tables  3 and  5.  Table  3 shows  the  share  of 
neighboring  county  workers  commuting  to  Bay  Area  jobs  in  1980  and  1990.  A 
corridor  summary  of  in-commuting  to  the  Bay  Area  is  provided  in  Table  5. 

The  1980  and  1990  Census  data  indicate  a 150  percent  increase  in  the  number  of 
neighboring  county  workers  commuting  to  jobs  in  the  Bay  Area,  from  30.3  thousand 
workers  in  1980  to  75.8  thousand  workers  in  1990  (Table  1).  Neighboring  counties 
with  the  greatest  number  of  in-commuters  in  1990  include  Santa  Cruz  County 
(20,600  commuters);  San  Joaquin  County  (20,300  commuters);  Stanislaus  County 

1)  The  terms  "workers"  and  "commuters"  are  used  interchangeably  in  this  text.  More  precisely,  the 
term  workers,  or  commuters,  should  be  thought  of  as  "workers  who  are  working  during  the  Census 
reference  week."  The  "census  reference  week"  is  the  last  week  of  March  1980  or  March  1990.  If  a person 
was  not  at  work  during  "census  reference  week"  (due  to  absenteeism  or  temporary  unemployment)  then 
he/she  are  not  considered  a "worker"  or  "commuter." 

These  worker,  or  commuter  values,  are  not  the  same  as  "work  trips."  These  commuter  flow  values  would 
have  to  be  factored  and  adjusted  to  approximate  "work  trips"  used  in  transportation  planning  practice. 

"Workers  at  place-of-work"  is  not  synonymous  with  "jobs"  or  "total  employment."  This  is  because  the 
Census  only  indicates  the  "principal"  or  "main"  job  of  a worker-at-work,  and  not  any  second  or 
"moonlighting"  jobs.  "Workers  at  place-of-work"  also  will  exclude  workers  who  are  not  at  work  during 
the  "Census  reference  week"  due  to  absenteeism  or  temporary  unemployment. 

2)  This  approximation  was  necessary  because  the  neighboring  counties  were  either  non-metropolitan 
counties  (in  the  case  of  Mendocino,  Lake,  Colusa,  Merced  and  San  Benito);  or  the  neighboring 
metropolitan  areas  did  not  acquire  the  1980  Census  Urban  Transportation  Planning  Package  (UTPP) 
joumey-to-work  data  (e.g.,  the  Sacramento  and  Monterey  Bay  regions).  The  printed  1980  Census  reports 
for  1980  included  "place  of  work  not  reported"  which  are  then  re-allocated  in  these  tables. 

The  1980  Census  UTPP  for  the  Bay  Area  included  interregional  commute  data  for  the  adjacent  counties 
shown  in  Table  7.  The  1990  Census  Summary  Tape  File  S-5,  on  the  other  hand,  included  the  number  of 
commuters  between  all  counties  in  California,  the  United  States,  and  international  commuters. 
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(10,300  commuters);  and  Sacramento  County  (9,000  commuters). 

In  terms  of  absolute  growth  in  in-commuting,  San  Joaquin  County-to-Bay  Area 
commuting  increased  by  16.1  thousand  workers  between  1980  and  1990  (+383%); 
Stanislaus  County-to-Bay  Area  increased  by  9.3  thousand  commuters  (+896%);  Santa 
Cruz  County-to-Bay  Area  increased  by  5.9  thousand  (+41%);  and  Sacramento 
County-to-Bay  Area  commuting  increased  by  5.4  thousand  commuters  (+154%) 
(Table  3). 

The  largest  county-to-county  interregional  commute  is  the  Santa  Cruz  County-to- 
Santa  Clara  County  commute,  increasing  from  12,900  workers  in  1980  to  17,700 
workers  in  1990,  an  increase  of  37%.  The  second  largest  county-to-county  commute 
is  the  San  Joaquin  County-to-Alameda  County  commute  which  increased  from 
2,500  commuters  in  1980  to  12,500  commuters  by  1990,  a 374%  increase.  All  other 
county-to-county  commute  interchanges  are  less  than  5,000  commuters. 

In  terms  of  absolute  growth,  the  fastest  growing  county-to-county  interregional 
commutes  are  the  San  Joaquin  County-to-Alameda  County  commute  (+9.5 
thousand  new  commuters);  the  Santa  Cruz  County-to- Santa  Clara  County  commute 
(+4.8  thousand  new  commuters);  and  the  Stanislaus  County-to-Alameda  County 
commute  (+4.5  thousand  new  commuters). 


III.  COMMUTING  FROM  THE  BAY  AREA 

The  growth  in  commuters  living  in  the  Bay  Area  and  working  outside  the  Bay  Area 
is  shown  in  Table  2.  The  share  of  Bay  Area  workers  commuting  outside  the  Bay 
Area  is  summarized  in  Table  4.  The  number  of  1990  Bay  Area  County  commuters  to 
all  counties  in  California  (and  out-of-state)  is  included  in  the  nine-page  Table  6. 

The  magnitude  of  out-commuting  from  the  Bay  Area  into  adjacent  county  jobs  is 
significantly  lower  than  in-commuting  to  Bay  Area  jobs.  While  Bay  Area-to- 
neighboring  county  commutes  increased  from  10,300  workers  in  1980  to  21,800 
workers  in  1990  (Table  2),  a 112  percent  increase,  the  number  of  commuters  from 
neighboring  counties  working  in  Bay  Area  jobs  increased  by  150  percent,  from  30,300 
workers  in  1980  to  75,800  workers  by  the  year  1990. 

Solano  County  shows  the  highest  share  of  local  resident  workers  commuting 
outside  the  Bay  Area,  increasing  from  4.2  percent  of  the  local  work  force  in  1980  to 
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5.1  percent  of  the  local  work  force  by  1990.  This  compares  to  a regional  share  of  1.4 
percent  of  all  Bay  Area  workers  commuting  to  jobs  outside  the  Bay  Area. 

The  largest  county-to-county  out-commute  is  from  Santa  Clara  households  to  Santa 
Cruz  County  jobs,  at  3,500  workers  in  1990.  The  second  largest  out-commute  is  the 
3,300  Solano  County  resident  workers  commuting  to  jobs  in  Sacramento  County. 

Data  in  Table  2 also  shows  Bay  Area  counties  to  "elsewhere"  number  of  workers. 
"Elsewhere"  will  include  other  counties  in  California,  out-of-state,  and  overseas 
workers.  The  overseas  and  out-of-state  category  may  include  Bay  Area  resident 
workers  who  just  happen  to  be  working  overseas  or  out-of-state  during  the  "census 
reference  week,"  (i.e.,  the  last  week  of  March  1980  or  March  1990)  although  these 
same  workers  may  "normally"  commute  to  jobs  within  the  Bay  Area3. 

The  largest  commute  "destination"  for  Bay  Area  resident  workers  is  Sacramento 
County.  The  Bay  Area-to-Sacramento  commute  increased  from  2,700  workers  in 
1980  to  6,200  workers  by  1990.  The  second  largest  commute  destination  is  to  jobs  in 
Santa  Cruz  County.  The  Bay  Area-to-Santa  Cruz  County  commute  increased  by  167 
percent  between  1980  and  1990,  from  1,700  to  4,500  commuters. 


3)  Peculiar  results,  such  as  the  804  commuters  living  in  Alameda  County  and  working  in  Los  Angeles 
County  (Table  6),  are  partially  attributable  to  the  way  that  the  Census  Bureau  asks  the  place-of-work  • 
question.  The  Census  asks  "at  what  location  did  this  person  work  LAST  WEEK?".  The  Census  does  not 
ask  "Where  did  this  person  wake  up  on  the  morning  of  April  1, 1990  and  where  did  this  person  go  that 
day?"  The  804  Alameda  County  to  Los  Angeles  County  commuters  are  likely  business  people  or 
"traveling  sales  people"  who  just  happen  to  have  residences  in  Alameda  County  and  just  happen  to  be 
working  in  Los  Angeles  County  during  the  last  week  of  March,  1990.  Or  perhaps  these  are  business 
people  who  fly  down  to  Los  Angeles  every  morning  and  fly  back  to  Oakland  every  evening. 
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IV.  THE  EMERGING  ALTAMONT  PASS  COMMUTE 


Probably  the  most  significant  finding  from  this  analysis  of  Bay  Area  interregional 
commuting  patterns  is  the  rapid  growth  in  the  number  of  commuters  from  the 
Central  Valley  Counties  of  San  Joaquin  and  Stanislaus  over  the  Altamont  Pass 
(Interstate  580)  to  jobs  in  the  Bay  Area.  The  1980  and  1990  censuses  indicate  a 
substantial  465  percent  growth  in  commuting  from  the  Central  Valley  to  the  Bay 
Area,  increasing  from  5.6  thousand  to  31.7  thousand  daily  commuters  (Table  5). 
Whereas  the  absolute  growth  in  commuting  from  the  Central  Valley  to  the  Bay 
Area  is  actually  smaller  than  other  rapid  growth  markets  within  the  Bay  Area  (e.g.. 
East  Bay-to-Santa  Clara;  Solano  County-to-Central  Bay  Area),  the  percentage  growth 
in  this  corridor  indicates  a major  shift  in  housing  and  jobs  within  the  Central  Valley 
in  the  1980s. 

The  San  Joaquin  County-to-Bay  Area  commute  increased  by  16.1  thousand  workers, 
1980  to  1990,  a 383  percent  increase.  In  1980,  93.7  percent  of  San  Joaquin  resident 
workers  both  lived  and  worked  in  San  Joaquin;  by  1990,  this  share  had  decreased  to 
83.4  percent  both  living  and  working  in  San  Joaquin. 

The  Stanislaus  County-to-Bay  Area  commute  increased  by  9.3  thousand  workers, 
1980  to  1990,  a 893  percent  increase  (essentially  a ten-fold  increase  in  in-commuters 
from  Stanislaus  County).  In  1980,  91.4  percent  of  Stanislaus  County  resident  workers 
lived  and  worked  in  Stanislaus;  by  1990,  this  share  had  decreased  to  83.4  percent 
intracountv  commuting. 

Where  are  these  Central  Valley  commuters  going?  Alameda  County  (17,100 
commuters)  is  the  most  popular  destination  for  Central  Valley  commuters  with  54 
percent  of  the  total  31,700  Valley-to-Bay  Area  commuters.  Another  24.2  percent  of 
Central  Valley  commuters  (7,700)  work  in  Santa  Clara  County  ("Silicon  Valley"), 
commuting  via  Altamont  Pass  (Interstate-580)  or  Pacheco  Pass  (California  Route 
152).  Contra  Costa  County  (3,500  commuters)  receives  11.1  percent  of  the  trans- 
Altamont  commuters;  and  San  Francisco  (1,200  commuters)  only  3.7  percent  of  the 
workers. 

The  1990  Census  city-to-city  commute  patterns,  available  spring  1993,  will  provide  a 
more  detailed  perspective  on  this  rapidly  emerging  commute  growth  corridor.
